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Opposition over housing plan that would breach gap between town and villages 

Homes ‘would 


cut the divide’ 


PLANS to build 150 homes to 
the south of Banbury will 
shatter the symbolic divide 
between the town and 
villages, it has been warned.

Securities has proposed the 
homes for a field south of the 
historic Salt Way path, part 
of Crouch Farm, off 
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Bloxham Road. Residents and 
civic leaders fear the plan 
will narrow the gap between 
Banbury, Bloxham and 
Bodicote. 

Banbury Civic Society 
chairman Rob Kinchin-Smith 
said: “It breaches Salt Way, 
which everybody has said 
should never happen. 

“The residents of Bloxham 
are unhappy about the idea 
of Banbury creeping towards 
them.” 

But he said it might be 
“very difficult” to throw out 
the plan, as Cherwell District 
Council has yet to agree 
where it will allow homes to 
be built in the next 15 years. 

Barwood spokesman Sam 
Dorrian said some sites in 
the core strategy plan - 
which does not include 
Crouch Farm - hadn’t been 
developed because of the 
economic downturn. 

This backed its case, he 
said, along with confirmation 
this month that the council is 
not on course to meet 
Government targets for new 
homes. 

He said: “Our proposals 
have been developed to 
address the housing need of 
Banbury.” 

He said 30 per cent of 
homes would be affordable, 
the site was “well contained” 
and traffic concerns would 
be addressed. 

Cash would be given for 
schools, facilities and 
infrastructure, he said. 

But Banbury Town 
Council leader Kieron 
Mallon said: “Any 


speculative development that 
is put forward around 
Banbury should be 
strenuously opposed.” 

Lansdown Close resident 
Harry Barrett, whose home 
backs on to the proposed site, 
said he retired from London 
three years ago because of ill 
health. 

The former publishing 
firm director, 59, said: “The 
main concern is we wouldn’t 
look out on the countryside 
any more. 

“This was the only 
property in Banbury we 
could find that looks out on 
to the countryside.” 

Neighbour and mum-of- 
two Louise Gardner said: “It 
is bad enough trying to get 
out on to Bloxham Road now. 
The scheme could add 
another 300 cars to the local 
traffic.” 

Another resident said: “If 
they give permission to the 
new homes, more 
development could follow, all 
the way to Bodicote.” 

But Anne Dancer, 71, who 
lives opposite, backed the 
plans if a roundabout was 
put on Bloxham Road for the 
new homes. 

She said: “I am not a 
NIMBY. You have to expand 
somewhere.” 

A planning application will 
be submitted in the New Year 
to go before Cherwell District 
Council planners.

Crash driver rescued with seconds to spare 


Fire heroes 


are hailed 


A FATHER and son, who rescued a trapped driver from his burning car, have been 
hailed as lifesavers. 

Builders Michael Kennedy Snr and Jnr were driving to work when they saw a 
67-year-old man’s silver Volkswagen Golf hit a tree and catch fire on the A3400, 
just outside Chipping Norton. 

With smoke billowing from the bonnet and the driver trapped and drifting in 
and out of consciousness, they knew they only had a few moments to act. They 
freed the man just before the entire car caught fire. This week fire service watch 
manager David Bray nominated the pair for a Chief Fire Officer’s Commendation 
and paid tribute to their bravery. 

Mr Kennedy Jnr, 37, said: “We drove past it 
and I noticed there was smoke coming out from 
the engine. He was trapped. 

“We couldn’t get his door open so we tried to 
get in on the passenger side. Then the fire came 
up the front of the window, so we had to try to 
wind the seat back as far as it would go and my 
dad was trying to free his legs and feet from the 
footwell. 

“It was getting close - we probably had 
another minute and that would have been it. 

“When we pulled him out we got him about 15 
yards up the road and then the car just went up. 

It was pretty nasty. It didn’t half give us a 
shock..” 

The rescued motorist was said to be in a 
serious but stable condition at the John 
Radcliffe Hospital, where he is being treated for 
suspected neck, back and facial injuries.

RESIDENTS in Claydon, 
Cropredy, Great Bourton and 
Little Bourton have been 
thrown a lifeline with the start 
of a new bus service.

Hospital bosses this week 
confirmed they plan to have 
five dialysis machines 
installed in a new £100,000 
unit at Banbury’s Horton 
General Hospital in just over 
three months. 

The machines will serve 26 
patients who currently face 
long journeys to Oxford’s

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Churchill Hospital. Two 
dialysis nurses will be 
recruited. 

Banbury resident Steven 
Berry — whose wife, 
Miranda, launched a 
campaign for the unit for 
north Oxfordshire — said he 
had travelled the equivalent 
of Australia and back five 
times over his 15 years 
visiting the Churchill. 

The 53-year-old Kenilworth 
Way resident said: “It is 
brilliant. It is excellent news. 

“The hospital is only a ten- 
minute walk away. I will be 
able to do things I couldn’t do 
before. I can spend time in 
the garden or go shopping.” 

Mr Berry has nephrotic 
syndrome, a disease that 
means his blood cannot 
regulate fluid throughout his 
body. 

Mrs Berry, his wife of 35 


years, said: “It will give him 
more independence and free 
up more of his time. This will 
make a huge difference.” 

She said of her two-year 
campaign: “I saw the effect it 
was having on Steven, he was 
washed out and not very 
happy. I thought £ he can’t go 
on like this’.” 

The unit will take patients 
from Chipping Norton up to 
Brackley. 

Oxford University 
Hospitals NHS Trust said the 
service had “long been an 
aim”. 

Horton director Mike 
Fleming said: “I am delighted 
for local patients and their 
families who will benefit 
from this new unit. 

“It is predicted that the 
need for dialysis services will 
expand in future and so we 
have planned the location so 
that it can be expanded 
further in the future.” 


Neglect trial

Plans could create 1,500 jobs 

‘Gateway’ 
scheme is 
submitted 


PLANS for two major developments by 
the M40, which could create 1,500 jobs, 
have been submitted to planners. 

A major retail park would be built on 
the site of Prodrive, near Junction 11, 
under plans submitted to Cherwell 
District Council. 

And another application proposes six 
industrial or manufacturing units off 
nearby Overthorpe Road, on the 
Banbury side of the motorway. 

The “Banbury Gateway” retail 
development is set to include a Marks & 
Spencer and Next and would create 500 
jobs, developers said. 

Prodrive, one of the town’s largest 
employers, would move to a purpose- 
built HQ at the former Hella car lighting 
factory. 

Seven further units and three or four 
food and drink outlets, served by a 
shuttle bus service to the town centre,

would also be provided. Parking would 
be free at the site, at the Wildmere 
industrial estate. 

If successful, Prodrive would begin to 
relocate next summer and the retail 
park would open in 2014. 

Prodrive spokesman Ben Sayer said 
LxB Retail Properties Pic Group’s plan 
“would become the new gateway to 
Banbury, drawing people to the town 
from far afield”. 

The second plan, by Barwood 
Developments Ltd, would provide about 
1,000 jobs, said Peter Frampton, the 
planning consultant for the scheme. 

He said of the 27-hectare scheme, for 
greenfield land: “This is really good 
news at the end of 2011.” It would open 
by the summer if permission is given.

Historic factory’s gates 
could be re-installed 


THE last intact feature 
of Banbury’s Northern 
Aluminium Co factory 
is set to be restored to 
its former glory, as 
part of plans to 
preserve the history of 
the site. 

A planning 
application has been 
submitted to re-install 
gates erected in 1931 
at the Southam Road 
factory, later operated 
as Alcan. 

The listed gates had 
been removed in 
recent years over 
concerns they would 
be damaged by lorries. 

And a Grade ll-listed 
art deco office 
building erected in 


1936 and 1937 and a 
gatehouse will also be 
refurbished under the 
plans. 

A listed memorial 
garden and war 
memorial for workers 
killed in the Second 
World War would also 
be restored. 

The factory was 
famed for producing 
60 per cent of metal 
for planes during the 
war’s early years. 

At its height, the 
factory employed 
3,000 people and, such 
was its importance in 
the war effort, was 
covered in camouflage 
and a plywood decoy 
built to fool Nazi 


bombers. Cherwell 
District Council have 
given planning 
permission for 
industrial units at the 
site, which led to most 
buildings being 
demolished. 

Banbury Civic 
Society, which raised 
concerns that the 
industrial units would 
overwhelm the listed 
features, welcomed 
the latest application. 

Chairman Rob 
Kinchin-Smith said: 
“We are delighted that 
care has been taken to 
over conservation.” 

The council will 
make a final decision 
this week.

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MP’s claim over front-line cuts 


BANBURY MP Tony Baldry told the House of 
Commons some councils were cutting front-line 
services “simply to make a political point”. 

The Conservative MP said Tory-run Oxfordshire 
County Council was keeping its 43 branches 
open. The council first proposed cutting all 
funding for 20 but backed down after an outcry. 

He said: “Is not the reasonable inference that 
some local authorities have elected to make 
deep cuts in front-line services simply to make a 


political point and that it is perfectly possible, if 
local authorities put their minds to it, to keep 
libraries open?” 

He was speaking at a debate started by 
Labour’s Kate Green, who asked how 
Government cash cuts to councils were hitting 
libraries. 

Culture minister and Wantage MP Ed Vaizey 
told the debate that councils and the Government 
were “strongly committed” to libraries. 


Robber lay in wait in a Banbury park 

Night-time 
mugger jailed 


A ROBBER, who hid in wait in 
an Oxfordshire park before 
jumping out on people on their 
way home from nights out, has 
been jailed. 

Lukasz Wozniak was 
sentenced at Oxford Crown 
Court last week after admitting 
two counts of robbery. 

The 27-year-old was aided by 
accomplices, who have yet to be 
caught, as he robbed two victims 
in People’s Park, Banbury. 

The first incident took place 
on August 6 when Steven Hawtin 
was walking home from the pub 
at about 11.30pm. 

Prosecutor Jonathan Stone 
said the victim was struck twice 
in his face, knocking his glasses 
off. 

He said: “He ended up on the 
ground and, as he was lying 
there, the men were behind him 
and he was kicked in the back 
before they ran off. 

“He got up and rang his wife. 
He was scrambling around 
looking for his glasses and to 
check his pockets. It was at that

point he noticed his wallet was 
missing.” 

On September 11, Wozniak 
was again part of a group who 
robbed a man in the park, this 
time at about 4am. 

Joshua Glanvill was tackled to 
ground after trying to escape by

running away from two men. 

Mr Stone said he received 
“punches and blows to the head 
and body” and his BlackBerry 
phone and watch were taken. 

The watch was later found at 
Wozniak’s address in Reid Close, 
Banbury, and the defendant’s 
DNA linked him to the first 
attack. 

The court heard Wozniak 
worked at a factory in the town, 
having come to Britain from 
Poland six years ago. 

He has four convictions for 
eight previous offences, 
including shoplifting and 
driving without insurance or 
tax. 

Recorder Andrew McCooey 
jailed Wozniak for 32 months, 
saying: “Both of these victims 
were attacked by you and some 
other person late at night and 
robbed of possessions. 

“They were punched and 
kicked on the ground and it 
must have been a completely 
terrifying experience for these 
two innocent men.”

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‘Super-head’ 
sent in to turn 
round school 


Change at top follows 
damning report about 
standards from Ofsted

A “SUPER head” brought in to 
turn around two failing Oxford 
primary schools has been tasked 
with helping another given a 
damning report by inspectors. 

Martin Lester has been 
appointed as acting headteacher 
of Middle Barton Primary 
School after Ofsted put it in spe¬ 
cial measures two years after it 
had rated it as good. 

An Ofsted inspector this week 
said the school had suffered 
from poor leadership, “turmoil” 
among staff and a drop in pupil 
numbers. 

However improvements are 
being made, the inspector said. 

The latest Ofsted report says 
“tensions between members of 
staff distracted attention away 
from teaching and learning and 
caused morale to dip consider¬ 
ably”. 

Senior staff and governors 
had been “insufficiently rigor¬ 
ous” monitoring standards, 
“leading to an over-optimistic 
view of performance”. 

It said: “Until recently, leaders 
and the governing body were not 
aware of the extent of the 
school’s difficulties.” 

Governors are undergoing 
training so they can “play a 
stronger role in challenging the 
school” it said. 


The school has 90 pupils, com¬ 
pared with 140 in 2000. Three 
teachers were absent and one 
class was taught by a supply 
teacher, Ofsted said. It said 
pupils did not make as much 
progress as they should, partic¬ 
ularly in maths, and provision 
for special needs and disabled 
pupils was “ad hoc”. 

Ofsted criticised “superficial” 
questioning of pupils and said 
inspectors saw a teacher fail to 
correct pupils who misspelled 
literacy on the front of their 
books. 

Efforts are being made to 
improve the school and while 
these have had a “positive 
impact” on atmosphere, more 
needed to be done, it said. 

Mr Lester started work on 
November 30, replacing head¬ 
teacher Lynn Barnes. 

Mr Barnes was not available 
for comment, while the school 
refused to contact the chairman 
of governors. 

Mr Lester previously advised 
St Christopher’s Primary School 
in Cowley, which was put into 
special measures in May 2009. It 


came out of special measures in 
March. He was then made acting 
head at Littlemore’s John Henry 
Newman Primary School, which 
was put into special measures in 
July last year. It is now making 
“good” progress. 

Steeple Barton parish council¬ 
lor John Bews said some parents 
had taken their children out of 
the school and its problems were 
a “tragedy” for the village. 

But he said: “We are very pos¬ 
itive that now this situation has 
got to the state that it is, things 
will start to improve.” 

Oxfordshire County Council 
spokesman Paul Smith said Mr 
Lester would make changes in 
“direct response” to the report. 

He said: “These are the areas 
that the school has now started 
to address at the start of its jour¬ 
ney to move away from being in 
special measures.” 

He said of Mrs Barnes: “These 
are ongoing personnel matters 
which we are not able to com¬ 
ment on at this stage.” 

Of the 5,727 schools inspected 
this year, 39 previously ‘good’ 
were placed in special measures.

Spokesman Emma Knight said: “For 
the remaining 63 stores it will be 
business as usual and they will 
reviewed on a case-by-case basis 
looking at the profitability of the store, 
its proximity to other stores and when 
leases come up for renewal. 

“We have not started identifying 
those stores at this stage.” 

The announcement came as the 
group revealed it had slumped to a 
£398m pre-tax loss in the year to 
September 30, compared with a £42m 
profit in the previous year, after it was 
hit by poor trading in the UK and the 
Arab Spring put tourists off travelling 
to Tunisia and Egypt. 

The company, which sells more than 
22 million holidays a year in the UK, 
delayed its results last month as it 
revealed it had gone back to its lenders 
to ask for an additional £100m lifeline. 

Its shares slumped 75 per cent in one 
day amid fears for its survival, but the 
170-year-old company claims it is now 
on a sound financial footing. 

Interim chief executive Sam 


Weihagen said: “Customers have been 
very supportive in recent weeks and are 
continuing to book with Thomas Cook. 

“Bookings outside the UK were 
broadly unaffected by news of our 
refinancing and in the UK bookings 
have recovered well.” 

Manuel Cortes, general secretary of 
the Transport Salaried Staffs 
Association, said: “This is deeply 
disappointing news for Thomas Cook 
staff, especially at this time of the year 
in the run-up to Christmas. 

“We want immediate talks with the 
company’s chief executive to see just 
what we can do to mitigate the impact 
of this announcement on our 
members.” 

The news came as it emerged the 
number of people out of work and 
claiming jobseeker’s allowance in 
Oxfordshire fell by 113 in November to 
7,612 or 1.8 per cent of the working age 
population, the lowest since June. The 
figure is a 0.1 per cent increase on the 
same month last year.

MUSICIANS gave their time free 
to help a charity left out of 
pocket by the collapse of Harvest 
festival recoup some of its losses.

But although Commotion got 
half its fee up front from Harvest 
organisers Big Wheel 
Promotions, when the firm 
collapsed with film debts, the 
charity never received its 
remaining cash. 

On Friday night, it staged 
Commotion Rewired, starring 
The Original Rabbit Foot Spasm 
Band, at Chipping Norton Town 
Hall, to try to reclaim some of its 
money. 

Organiser Kate Woodward said: 

“Commotion has always been a 
100 per cent charitable event. 

Everybody running it is a 
volunteer, and bands play for us 
as charitably as they are able to. 

“People like the Original Rabbit 
Foot Spasm Band have been 
hugely supportive, because they 
value what we do in taking all of 
the commercialism out of music.” 

Mr James was among the 
charity’s supporters in the 
audience for the event and 
introduced The Original Rabbit 
Foot Spasm Band. 

Mrs Woodward added: “Alex 
said he was not taught music as a 
child, and so he really values 
what we do. 

“He said when he looked down

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On the trail of Moriarty again 


SHERLOCK HOLMES: A GAME 
OF SHADOWS (12A, 128 mins) 
Action/Comedy/Romance. Robert 
Downey Jr, Jude Law, Noomi 
Rapace, Jared Harris, Stephen 
Fry, Paul Anderson, Rachel 
McAdams, Geraldine James, 
Eddie Marsan.

T he sleuthing is far from 
elementary in Guy 
Ritchie’s action-packed 
sequel to his 2009 reinvention of 
Sir Arthur Conan Doyle’s 
fictional detective. 

The dense narrative taxes 
what Hercule Poirot referred to 
as the “little grey cells”, 
connecting minuscule clues in 
Sherlock Holmes’s mind 
through high-speed flashbacks 
in a style that will be familiar to 
fans of the TV series CSI: Crime 
Scene Investigation. 

Sinewy plot strands will 
probably tie younger audiences 
in knots. 

For all its intellectual rigour, 

A Game Of Shadows often feels 
like a series of ambitious action 
set-pieces which have been 
bolted together by screenwriters 
Michele Mulroney and Kieran 
Mulroney. 

Explosions and stunts are 
orchestrated at breakneck speed 
by Ritchie, whose repeated use 
of slow-motion bloats the film’s 
cumbersome running time. 


Holmes (Robert Downey Jr) 
has cut a swathe through the 
criminal fraternity of late 19th 
century London aided by trusty 
sidekick Dr John Watson (Jude 
Law), who is bidding farewell to 
crime-solving to marry Mary 
Morstan (Kelly Reilly). 

Newspapers are filled with 
shocking headlines about 
anarchist bombings in 
Strasbourg and Vienna, the 
apparent overdose of a Chinese 
opium dealer and the death of 
an American steel magnate. 

Holmes deduces these events 
are linked to Professor James 
Moriarty (Jared Harris) and the 
sleuth persuades Watson to join 
him on one final globe-trotting 
adventure. 

En route, the double-act 
encounters Gypsy fortune teller 
Sim (Noomi Rapace) and 
Holmes’s brother Mycroft 
(Stephen Fry), who is well- 
connected in the British 
government. 

A bruising battle of wits with 
Moriarty becomes personal 
when the diabolical professor 
promises to make Watson and 
his new wife suffer for Holmes’s 
meddling. 

“When two objects collide, 
there is always damage of a 
collateral nature,” threatens the 
scholar, who is protected by a 
sharp-shooting lackey, Colonel 
Sebastian Moran (Paul 


Anderson). 

Sherlock Holmes: A Game Of 
Shadows is a sporadically 
entertaining jaunt. 

Downey Jr and Law ease back 
into familiar roles as the 
quixotic genius and his strait¬ 
laced foil. Rapace is suitably 
feisty in her first English- 
speaking role and Harris chews 
on every syllable with menacing 
intent. 

Eddie Marsan and Geraldine 
James reprise their roles as 
Inspector Lestrade and long- 
suffering landlady Mrs Hudson 
respectively, but neither is 
afforded sufficient screen time 
to make an impact. 

There are some sparkling 
comic interludes, such as when 
Sim arranges a horse for 
Holmes to chase after Moriarty 
and the sleuth explains that he 
is averse to four-legged travel 
because: “They”re dangerous at 
both ends and crafty in the 
middle.” 

Fry is a delight too, as 
pompous, pontificating Mycroft, 
including a hysterical sequence 
reminiscent of Austin Powers, 
which sees Holmes’s sibling 
wander naked about his home, 
sparing his blushes (and ours) 
with strategically placed 
furnishings. 

We can just thank heaven for 
small vases.
